arms were cut off and the pieces 
buried in different pieces. The par- 
ticulars nra as follows: McWortky 
•eat Sharp from a ipring a boat 
three mils* from the mine, with a 
pack horse loaded with provisions, 
for the mine, with instructions to 
send Rover back early next morning. 
The next day Rover came back with 
tbe pack horse, fit about 11 o'clock.
